Bridge he searched the spot. 

He found bone and pewter 
spoons, Ivory-handled knives, pots, 
jewellery and toys. . 

Later he found a medieval wed- 
ding ring which could only have 
fitted the hand of a child wife and 
n ring set with many pearls, 

‘A geld button from the mud 
stamped with the mystic'sign of 
Solomon and the Tudor rose. It 
probably belonged to a member of 
the notorious Hell-Fire Club which 
used to practi¥e witcheraft, : 

In another stretch of City mud 
Mr Green found five 17th century 
jéwa’ harps and‘n clay pipe with the 
royal sign of Charles II, on it,
